Noah's Ark in China. 
A curious Chinese picture is of great 
antiquity, and is supposed to repre­ 
sent Noah's ark on the top of Mount 
Ararat. 
As is well known, the re­ 
ligious literature of almost every na­ 
tion and race contains an account of a 
deluge, but a Chinese manuscript re­ 
cently unearthed follows very closely 
the story as recorded in the Bible. 
It is particularly interesting in that 
the roof of the Chinese ark is of the 
gable 
variety 
associated 
with 
the 
Noah’s arks which prove such enter­ 
taining toys for our youngsters. 
The 
Chinese picture, however, shows a dou­ 
ble-storied vessel, and, so far from 
there being only one window in the 
roof, there are windows in every pos­ 
sible space. 
It would be interesting 
If some Chinese scholar or antiquarian 
could discover the exact date of the 
drawing. 


Protection for Birds. 
Some twenty states of the Union 
have provided bird sanctuaries, or 
laws for the protection of migratory 
birds on their long flights In search 
of feeding places. 
The matter has 
even been made the subject of an In­ 
ternational treaty between the United 
States and Canada affecting practi­ 
cally all birds that regularly migrate 
between 
the 
two 
countries. 
The 
treaty provides, in effect, that no bird 
important to agriculture because of 
insect-destroying proclivities shall be 
shot at any time. 
Second, that no 
open game season on any species of 
game «hall extend for a longer period 
than 356 months. 
Third, that both 
the countries shall so restrict open 
seasons on game birds as to prevent 
them from being taken during the 
breeding season.

the greatest human document ever 
presented to the people of the world, 
it was written in language that was 
uncertain and confusing. 
He de­ 


manded, first of all, that before this 
I country went into a gigantic agree­ 
ment of this nature, the people of 


the United S tates should he given a 
chance to vote upon it. 


The League, he declared, was an 
arrangement whereby this country 
would surrender it- freedom, its in­ 
dependence and 
its self-governing 
functions to Europeans and Asiatics. 
Out of nine votes in the Executive 
Council, we would have but one, the 
other eight being controlled by Eng­ 
land. 
Under the proposed league, 
England's navy would rule the seas 
and England would rule the world. 
The Senator said the covenant de­ 
stroyed the Monroe 
Doctrine, and 
put aside on the junk pile the old 
and wise teachings of Washington, 
J efferson and 
Monroe. 
It 
threw 
open the gateways of America to all 
the nations of the earth, and per­ 
mitted all peoples, no matter how 
undesirable, to come to our shores 
unchecked. 
Under it the J apanese 
were raised to a social equality with 
us, and could come here with no 
let or hindrance whatever, 
J apan 
was doggedly in-i.-ting upon recog­ 
nition of the Asiatic and the Oriental 
as equals of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
and as J apan is and long has been 
an ally of England, she was likely 
to get all her demands. 


If we went into this covenant with 
Europe and Asia, we could never get 
out. We would be in forever, unless 
we .-eceded, and if we seceded we 
would have 
the whole world upon 
our back-. 
The 
covenant 
takes 
away the powers of our Congress to 
regulate emigration, 
to 
determine 
taxation, to impose duties on im­ 
portation-, to regulate the tariff, to 
build a navy and to organize an 
army. 
It transfers the government 
from Washington to some undeter­ 
mined point iu Europe. 
VNe love 
Europe, of course, but we love Amer­ 
ica most. 
So far as he was con­ 
cerned. 
the 
Senator declared, 
he 
would never vote to turn over the 
independence of 
this 
country 
to 
foreigners.

This league would put us 
into that seething cauldron of blood­ 
shed that the jealousies and hatreds 
of centuries have bred in Europe and 
Asia. 


Senator Watson said the entrance 
of the United States into the League 
was welcomed because we had the 
money and the men to fight the wars 
o f foreigners. 
That is to say, we 
could have one vote out of nine, so 
long as we supplied the men and as­ 


sumed 
the expenses. 
We are an 


unselfish people. 
We went into the 


late war to .save democracy and lib­ 
erty and freedom from annihilation. 
But haven’t we done our share of 
unselfish things in this war 
Isn’t 
the time here for other nations to 
meet us half way in the matter of 
disinterested unselfishness? 


The covenant reeks with excuses 
for war. 
It constantly supplies rea­ 
sons for armed conflict. 
Instead of 
being a document for the promotion 
of peace, it is more a document for 
the encouragement of war. It is the 
most amazing proposition ever pre­ 
sented to the world. 
It fixes human 


destiny and the policies of every na­ 


tion in the world for all time 
to 


come— there is no appeal from it.

Editorial in Army and Na v y Register. 
This is a p*r!od of charges, counter-charges and inv estiga tions. Offi­ 
cia ls of the war and navy departments and officers of the army, navy 
and marine corns will be summoned before inv estiga ting committees to 
t‘ Ii what th e y did In the war. and those inclined to find fa ult will never 
be quite satisfied with official reports. 
Many m ista kes will be recorded, 
but we believ e much, if not all, of our trouble will be traced directly to 
lack of adequate preparation in the first insta nce. 
The American Ited (T oss and the various w elfa re bodies will come 
in for their share of criticsm. 
As a matter of fa ct, the Y. M. C. A. 
already has been made a target for charges inv olv ing conflict of re­ 
ligious beliefs between workers and soldiers and sa ilors. 
The Y. 5 1. C. 
A. has been charged with profiteering in its conduct of canteens. 
The 
institution is a nonsectarian body, anil it would hardly seem possible 
there were many of its numerous workers who found time in the dis­ 
charge of their duties to engage in religious arguments with those milk­ 
ing use of its fa cilities. 
Protesta nt and Catholic a like were made wel­ 
come and any denomination could conduct religious services in their 
“ buts.” 
The charge of “ profiteering,” a fam ilia r epithet of the loquacious, 
has fa llen to the ground. It ha s been shown tha t army authorities asked 
the Y. M. C. A. to ta ke over the management of the canteens, but fa iled 
to giv e it the adv a nta ge of tin* army purchase prices, transportation and 
labor, which were not added to the army unit prices a s overhead 
charges. 
The Y. M. C. A. only attem pted to put the ca nteens 
011 a self- 
supporting ba sis and. naturally, prices could not remain at the low army 
figure. 
Nothing was given away at the ca nteens ex cept that men going 
to or coming from the front got chocolate, ciga rettes and hot coffee with­ 
out charge. After there had been general complaint on account of these 
increases, there wa s an inv estiga tion and army a uthorities, realizing the j 
handicap under which the Y. M. C. A. had been placed, decided to 
furnish the supplies a t cost and look to the Y. M. C. A. to manage the 
ca nteens. 
No criticism ha s been heard since this program became 
effective. 
If there is fa ult to he found with the Y. 5 1. O. A. It no doubt will be 
that it willingly assumed every burden thrust upon it and tried to do 
too much.

tion of each the values may be so dif­ 
ferent, that one man may, for the same 
tnonev, buy twice as much heating 
value as another. The shape and size 
of the sticks may also cause great 
variation in the actual amount or 
wood substance, and therefore of fuel. 
If weight were the measure, the spe­ 
cies, shape and size of sticks would 
make little difference, provided the 
wood were thoroughly seasoned.

would be necessary, however, to fix 
certain standards as to time of sea­ 
soning of wood. 
There is special opportunity for 
greater use of wood for fuel in New 
England, New York, New Jersey, Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, and the lake states where 
there is a Tural population of about 
20000,000, which is estimated to use 
annually 18,000,000 tons of coat. 
A 
considerable proportion of these fuel 
users will And wood available close 
enough to their own neighborhood to 
make long freight hauls unnecessary. 
Bv turning to wood they will not on y 
conserve the fuel supply and relieve 
transportation, but are likely to con 
tribute to the prosperity of their own 
community. For one th^ng, the oppor­ 
tunity to sell wood fuel would tend 
to encourage the improvement of farm 
woodlands by proper thinnings.

TO COMBAT ONION DISEASES 


Pennsylvania Grower« Preparing to 
Control Ailments as Result of 
Two Demonstrations. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Onion growers in many sections of 
Pennsylvania are preparing to com­ 
bat onion diseases this year as a re­ 
sult of onlon-smut control demonstra­ 
tions held in the state last season. 
The treatment consisted in the appli­ 
cation by means of a drip attachment 
on the seeder, of a formalin solution 
(one pint to sixteen gallons) to the 
seeds after they are dropped in the 
furrow and before they are covered. 
On a plot treated for onion smut toe 
yield was at the rate of 680 bushels 
an acre, and on the untreated it was 
only 360 bushels. 
The Increase as 
a result of treatment was 96 per cent, 
and the cost was only $2.40 an acre. 
In the other demonstration mentioned 
in the report the yield on the treated 
plot was at the rate of 420 bushels 
an acre, and on the untreated only 
190 bushels, the Increase being 133 
per cent, and the cost an acre $3.40.

“ frilling” process he thoroughly done, 
which alone would ordinarily kill the 
tree after some time.

to saturate the wood thoroughly.

old teapot or kettle with a spout 
serves well the purpose of pouring

Protection for Birds.

have provided bird sanctuaries, or 
laws for the protection of migratory 
birds on their long flights in search 
of feeding places.

Inquiries continue to pour into the 


' offices of the Federal 
Board for 


Vocational -Education relative to the 
''farm mechanics'' course evolved as 
a brand new occupation for disabled 
men of the army, navy and marine 
corps who arc no badly disabled as 
to require vocational retraining 
at 


the hands of the board. Farm own- 
ere in many different .sections have 
instantly recognized the practicabil- 
ity of the course aud voice the need 
for. men trained along the lines in- 
dicated. 


The labor shortage has caused 


many a farm owner to realize that 
he must get out of the rut and sub- 
stitute machinery for time honored 
wasteful methods, but his own lack 
"of Tcnowlodge concerning the upkeep 
and operation of farm tractors, 
motor trucks, automobiles, ga.s en- 
gines, electrical machinery, and the 
like has been the principal barrier. 
The difficulty of obtaining competent 
help has been 
an 
equal obstacle. 


That the federal board has started 
training- disabled .soldiers in thi.-s new 
trade of ''farm mechanics'7 has been 
glad news to many farm owners, 
long time victims of incompetent, un- 
trained 
labor who, nevertheless, 


have been steadilv increasing their 


wage" dmin^s '*B3e *not improving 
thje service rendered. 


As a result of trained men, able-to 


"operate machinery which will all but 
eliminate the average farm laborer, 
farm owners are hopeful and display 
great interest in putting their places 
on a modem basis, equipped with 
modern labor .machinery. 


A Sure Sign of Weakness. 


The Indianapolis Star, in an edi- 


torial today referring to Senator 
Watson's speech at Bichmond last 
night, reveals the inherent weakness

Indiana Laws 


By Charles Kettleborough. 


IFire Department—Beginning with 


January 1, 1920 the fire forces', of 
the city of Fort Wayne will be divid- 
ed into two plattous, one to perform 
day service and one night service. In 
ease of emergency all members of 
the force may be assigned to

tinuous duty. 'No member of . either 
plattoon can 'be required to perform 
either day or night continuously for 
a longer consecutive service period 
than two weeks. Members of the 
day platoon will serve 10 hours and 
of the night platoon 14-hours.

the greatest human document ever 
jresented to the people of the world, 
t was written in language that was 
uncertain and confusing. 
He de- 


manded, first of all, that before this 
country went into a gigantic agree- 
ment of this nature, the people of 
:he United States should be'given a 
chance to vote upon it. 


The League, he declared, was an 


arrangement whereby this country 
would surrender its freedom, its in- 
dependence and its 
self-governing 


functions to Europeans and Asiatics. 
Out of nine votes in the Bxeeutii-e 
Council, we would have but one, the 
other eight being controlled by Eng- 
land. 
Under the proposed league, 


England's navy would rule the seas 
and England would rule the world. 


The Senator said the covenant de- 


stroyed the Monroe Dpctrine, and 
put aside on the junk pile the old 
and wise teachings of Washington, 
Jefferson and Monroe. It 
threw 


open the gateways of America to all 
the nations of the earth, and perr 
mitted all peoples, no matter how 
undesirable, to come to our shores 
unchecked. Under it the Japanese 
were raised to a social equality with 
us, and could come here with no 
let or hindrance whatever. Japan 
was doggedly insisting upon reeogr 
nition of the Asiatic and the Oriental 
as equals of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
and as Japan is and long has been 
an ally of England, she was likely 
to get all her demands.

That is to say, we 


could have one vote out: of nin'e, so 
long as we supplied' the men and as- 
sumed the expenses.- We are an 
unselfish people. We went into the 


late war tp save democracy and lib- 
erty and freedom from annihilation. 
But haven't we done our share of 
unselfish things in this war 
Isn't 


the time here for other nations to 
meet us half way in the matter of 
disinterested unselfishness? 


The covenant reeks with excuses 


for war. It constantly supplies rea- 
sons for armed conflict. Instead of 
being a document for the promotion 
of peace, it is more a document for 
the encouragement of war. It is the 
most amazing proposition ever pre- 
sented to the world. It fixes human 
'destiny and the pplieies of every na- 
tion in the world for all time to 
come—there is np appeal from it.

Bolshevism's recent struggle in -Ber- 
lin was in many ways like an Amer- 
ican 'Indian war carried on in mod- 
ern city, if you can imagine that. 
The Spartacus group went on the 
war p'aih after the fashion of prair- 
ie tribes in America three genera- 
tions ago. In their 
fighting 
the 


Spartac-ans showed about the same 
degree of civilization as did the In- 
diaus. 


To understand how such a war- 


fare could take place in a modern 
city one has to realize that Berlin 
was harboring many convicts 
re- 


leased from prison by the 
turn of 


the.earlier revolution. Most of these 
desperadoes are not 
political 
vic- 


tims, but were jailed for killing and 
robbing. 'Since they had everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by 
the 


bolshevik, movement, they 
leagued 


themselves with the iSpartacus group 
ind for good pay were ready to 
•onmiit any outrage prescribed. The 
bolsheviks were simply wild men run 
riot. 


After the Government's volunteer 


army had 
defeated 
the organized 


Spartacns resistance, 
trouble did 


not stop. Kpartaeans lurked in hun- 
dreds of buildings, more or less fu- 
srities from justice. 'From roofs, be- 
lind chimneys, from attics and win- 
dows, they sniped at 
Government 


guards and even civilians, with no 
other than killing. 


Tn the course of a day's work you 


would run into three or four or pos- 
sibly half a 
dozen of 
these 
crat- 


>reaks. or street fights, as they were 
•eported in the papers. At the first 
shots, crowds would dive into door- 
ivays. The incident ended with a few 
-,hots from the Government troops 
to restore public confidence and the 
,-rowd went on about its business. 
Berlin's population soon became ac- 
ustomed to the outbreaks. Xoi in- 
frequently huge crowds would gather 
to watch movements of the Govern- 
ment troops against the Spartacaus, 
ind persistently stuck around to see 
.he show. Hundreds were injured, 
solely due to curiosity. 


More than four-fifths of the Spar- 
ican prisoners captured in the up- 


risings were deficient, either mental- 
y or physically or both, according 
0 experts who are investigating the 
bolsheviks. The discovery may lead 
:o some important conclusions 
re- 


garding Bolshevism in genera!. Ac- 
cording to the doctors examining the 
prisoners' the Spartaeans are weak, 
mostly from under nourishment and 
some chronically, and they are not in 
1 condition to ibe 
responsible 
for 


heir acts, and should not be at 
arge. 


The German Provisional Govern- 


ment inclined to accept the views of 
the scientists, and will keep this in 
mind in the trials and punishment of 
he lawbreakers.

4n Executive Council" of nine, we 
havine one vote, would sit in star 
chamber conclavej-and run the uni- 
verse :is it pleased. 


The covenant abrogates the con- 


stitution of our fathers. 
It gives 


to Europe and Asia the powers that 
are now vested in Congress. The 
Executive Council would tell us what 
we could or could not' do with our 
army or navy and how big each 
should be. In the event of invasion 
we would be powerless to increase 
our army for self-preservation. And 
yet this 
Executive Council could 


"send our boys to be slaughtered in 
any remote part of the earth where 
any nation might be at war with an- 
other. It would be our part to sup- 
ply the men and money. Europe and 
Asia would supply the wars. 


The voices of Washington, 
Jeff- 


erson and Monroe rise out of the 
dusty past to warn us against en- 
tering into this seething cauldron of 
war/ The traditions, the ideals, the 
hopes, the human ties of the very 
fireside are at stake. Is it wise to 
plunge into this interminable tur- 
moil until the people have had a. 
chance to vote upon it? 
Why, if 


Canada should want to separate her- 
self from England, AS we once did, 
England could compel us (o fight for 
her and against Canada for doing 
the very thing we did ourselves. We 
would be powerless to punish Mexico 
for murdering citizens on the bor- 
der until we had first gone to Europe 
with our affairs and got permission 
there to punish the murderers. 
. In the last 100 years, Europe has 
had 52 wars, while vre have had but 
five. Our way of running a country 
is better than theirs. Now -we are 
invited to abandon a policy that pro- 


duced but five wars to enter ^ari, 
agreement with nations r who" have.' 
had 52. to help them fight their wars, j 
We are not asking Europe to keep, 
us on* of war. We can do that our-, 
selves. We know when to go in, asj 
the l.-ite war shows. 
And we will 


know when to go in again in the'fu- 
ture without consulting an Executive 
Council of foreigners sitting in a 
foreign land. 
The wars are over 


there.

JUSTICE FOR THE Y. M. C. A. 


Editorial in Army and Navy Register. 


This is a period of charges, counter-charges and investigations. Offi- 


cials of the war and-navy departments and officers of the army, navy 
and marine corps will I>e summoned before investigating committees to 
tell what they did In the war. and those inclined to find fault will never 
be quite satisfied with official reports. Many mistakes will be recorded, 
but we believe much, if notyall, of our trouble will be traced directly to 
lack of adequate* preparation in the first instance. 


The American Red Cross and the various welfare bodies will come 


in for their share of criticsm. As a matter of fact, the Y. SI. C. A. 
already has been made a target for charges involving conflict of re- 
ligious beliefs between workers and soldiers and sailors. The'Y. II. C. 
A. has been charged with prontet-ring in Its conduct of canteens. The 
institution is a nonsectarian body, and it would hardly seem possible 
there were many of its numerous workers who found time in the dis- 
charge of their duties to engage in religious arguments with those mak- 
ing use of its facilities. Protestant find Catholic alike were made wel- 
come and any denomination could conduct religious services in their 
"huts." 
The charge of "profiteering," a familiar epithet of the loquacious, 


has fallen to the grouud. It has been shown that army authorities asked 
the Y. SI. C. A. to take over the management of the canteens, but failed 
to give it the advantage of the army purchase prices, transportation and 
labor, which were not added to the army unit prices as overhead 
charges. The Y. 51. C. A. only attempted to put the canteens on a self- 
supporting basis and, na'tnrally, prices could not remain at the low army 
figure. Nothing was given away at the canteens except that men going 
to or coming from the front got chocolate, cigarettes and hot coffee with- 
out charge. After there had been general complaint on account of these, 
increases, there was an investigation and army authorities, realizing the 
handicap under which the Y. II. C. A. had been placed, decided to 
furnish the supplies at cost and look to the^Y. M. C. A. to manage the 
canteens. No criticism has been heard, since this program became 


If tlierc is fault to be found with the Y. M. C. A. It no doubt will be 


that it willingly assumed every burden thrust upon it and tried to do 
too much.

The dis- 
tress in the world is p£ course greater 
than, ever before, and beyond compre- 
hension. To ine, therefore, it Is clear 
that while the leading men. of the 
world are convened to draw np con- 
tlliiona-of peace there is no.man or set 
of men who can by pencil ana paper 
establish a peace which can endure 
In the presence of the distress 
throughout'the world. I refer of course 
DRimariij; to conditions In those conn- 
tries which have suffered directly from 
the war;_" 
. *^ut par experience and studies 
'have."revealed 'conditions in other. 
' countries, wiich are conducive to dis- 
quiet and unrest and which will con- 
tinue to breed a spirit of dissatisfac- 
tion until they are at least in some de- 
gree Improved. The fundamental ba- 
sis of these conditions is primarily 
'lack of proper foods, but also lack of 
medical, scientific and general health 
practice.*' 


Mr. Davison alluded to the work of 


all the Bed Cross societies and the 
countries represented In them, Includ- 
ing America, with its 47,000,000 con- 
tributors. He then referred to the 
conferences at Cannes and Geneva 
and continued: 


"Our present thought is that our 


first efforts 
should cover the subjects 


of public health and" sanitation, tubeiv 
culosls, nursing, child welfare and ma- 
laria and certain other infections dis- 
eases. There would be developed at 
Geneva an organization which would 
receive from every Red Cross society 
In the world any information of in- 
teresj and Importance bearing upon 
the Various subjects in which they 
•were' interested. 
This organization 


would immediately communicate such 
information to every other Red Cross 
organization to, the world. By this 
method the entire world would, be kept 
fully informed of the latest and best 
practices in various subjects. 


Central Bureau at Geneva. 


"Any pertinent development or dis- 


covery of importance in science wpnld 
at once be transmitted to a bureau in 
Geneva and from there in turn Im- 
mediately transmitted to every Red 
Cross organization in the world. The 
result of this program, as we see It, 
may. *l»g briefly stated: nrnder *&pe<t 
heads:'" 


lfFirst—It would awaken the peoples 


In every country of the w.orid to a 
sense of their obligation to their fel- 
low men and there would naturally 
follow in each country an awakening 
to the needs within that country and 
a determination to meet them as far 
as possible. 
! "Second—It would throw light on the 
darkest corners of the earth and 
:would gJye to all the world ths full 
;beneflt of scientific study and experi- 
lence in the prevention and cure of 
disease. 


; "Third—It would make possible the 
immediate co-operation on the part of 
the various organissations. to render aid.

disasters.

weight instead of by cord measure, 
for file heating value depends not upon 
the bulk of the wood but upon its 
weight. A pound of dry wood of one 
species has about as much heating 
valua as a pound of any other spe- 
cies, but two cords may vary iOO per 
cent in their value for heating. 


It is the custom to sell hard woods 


and soft woods at slightly different 
prices because of differences in heat- 
ing values. This is only a superficial 
classification, however, as two species 
of hard woods may have heating 
values widely different. Where, hard

woods and soft woods are mixed to- 
gether without regard to the propor- 
tion of each the values may be so dif- 
ferent, that one man may, for the same 
money, buy twice as much hpating 
value as ano'ther.

By turning to, wood they will not only 
conserve the fuel supply and relieve 
transportation, but are likely to con- 
tribute to the prosperity of- their own 
community. For one thjng, the oppor- 
tunity to sell wood fuel would tend 
to encourage the improvement..of^arm 
woodlands by proper thinnings. 


An increased market for wood fuel 


should open up good opportunities for 
operators of- thrasher and silorcutting 
outfits or others who have gasoline or 
kerosene engines to do cnstoi? sawing 
during the winter.

MEN STILL 


HOLD JOBS IN BERLIN 


Members of Staff Presiding Dur- 


ing War Continue in Office 


Under Ebert 


In Berlin one is surprised to find the 


large number of men of the old govern- 
ment who are still holding their posi- 
tions under the socialist regime. The 
foreign office and practically all of the 
state departments have about the same 
staffs as held office during" the war. 


ID many cases the head of the de- 


partments are changed, but the same 
group of undersecretaries work under 
a socialistic head. Very often the en- 
tire department is dependent upon 
these undersecretaries. The majority 
socialists under Ebert saved many of 
these "technical -men," as they are 
called, and it is due to them that Ger- 
man executive departments have con- 
tinued to function in spite'Of revolu- 
tion. 


According to the former employees 


and representatives of the new gov- 
ernment, the fact that men who served 
the militaristic party are now working 
with the socialists is not to be looked 
upon with suspicion by the allies, or 
to be taken as an indication that the 
government is any less socialist. 


In Germany the departments of state 


are run upon a system whereby a man 
starts in one as a youngster and grows 
up with the department. His views will 
not keep him out of office. Many of the 
former kaiser's technical men protest 
they never have been in "sympathy with 
the militaristic party and always have 
been liberals. 


Though the radicals -would throw 


these men out, because they are demo- 
crats rather than socialists, the ma- 
jority socialists, have taken a broader 
view in the interests of keeping gov- 
ernment machinery functioning.

Seeing his advance units 
making slow headway up the 
steen slope ahead, this 
officer 


mounted the canal bank and 
called for his men to follow. 
Plunging in he swam across- the 
canal under fire from the enemy, 
followed by his men. Inspiring 
his men by his example of gal- 
lantry, he led them up the slope, 
joining the hard-pressed platoons 
in front. By his personal lead- 
ership he forced the enemy back 
for more than a kilometer, over- 
coming machine gun nests and 
capturing a hundred prisoners, 
whose number exceeded that of 
the men in his command. The 
exceptional courage and leader- 
ship displayed by Capt AHworth 
made possible the re-establish- 
ment of a bridgehead over the 
canal and the successful ad- 
vance of other troops.

Useful Directions for Making Poison 


Solution for Quick and Effective 


Work in AU Kinds of Timber 


Are Given. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


In cleaning up pasture land or clear- 


ing new land for crops it is "often 
desirable to kill trees by some method 
surer and quicker than tile; old-time 
method of girdling. In dealing with 
the. kinds of trees which sprout from 
the stump, such as the oaks, hicko- 
ries, auil red gum, a reliable method 
of killing is especially needed. 


For the purpose. of poisoning trees, 


arsenic has been successfully used in 
both this and other" countries, often 
killing trees in a few weeks or a few 
days which by the. ..simple girdling 
process would require months. Useful 
directions for making up a poison so- 
lution for quick and effective work in 
all kinds of timber, together with the 
method of application are given be- 
low, 
quoted from a recent number of 


the Australia Forestry Journal. 
In 


Australia, it appears, much investiga- 
tion has been widely used with ex- 
cellent results. 


Formula Found Good. 


-Following is the formula: 
jg?^ 


Arsenic. 1 pound. 
"\Vhitinfr, >j pound. 
Water. 4 gallons. 
Washing soda. 1 pound, or caustic soda, 


Vi pound. 


Since the ordinary white .arsenious 


oxide of commerce is not soluble in 
water to any great degree, soda has 
to be used for the purpose. When 
large amounts of the poison are de- 
sired washing soda will be cheaper, 
but for small amounts caustic soda 
will perhaps be found the- hnndiest. 


To prepare the. solution, first dis- 


solve £Iic soda (either form) in a con- 
venient amount of water, using heat, 
if desirable, to assist and hasten it; 
then slowly add the arsenic, previously 
made into a thin paste (as the house- 
wife treats her corn-flour), stirring 
all the time; place on a strong fire, 
and after it has come to the boil, al- 
low it to remain boiling for at least 
half an hour; stir from time to time, 
and be, careful to stand on the side 
awayjfrom the fumes, as, being pois- 
onous, ihey are, apt to cause..sickness. 
When -the arsenic is thoroughly dis-' 
solved, the solution may be made up 
to the required bulk by adding the 
remainder of the water, either hot. 
or cold. The whiting is added merely 
to serve as an indicator of the trees 
treated, as it turns white on drying. 


Winter Best Season. 


The best time for carrying on the 


operation of poisoning is when the 
tree Is dormant, 6r during the winter 
months^ ' This will most surely pre- 
vent suckering, ^although trees can 
be killed practically any time of the 
year. 


In applying the poison, the tree is 


first girdled by a series of heavy down- 
ward strokes of the ax through the 
bark nnil well into the wood, leaving 
the chips protruding outward in a 
"frill" extending 'completely around 
the tree. 
It is necessary that this 


"frilling" process be thoroughly done, 
which alone would ordinarily kill the 
tree after some time. A half pint 
for small trees to a quart for very 
large trees of the poison is then poured 
into the chipped surface, taking care 
to saturate the wood thoroughly. An 
old teapot or kettle with a spout 
serves well the purpose of pouring 
without, needless -waste or spilling 
down- the trees. Saplings may be cut 
off low down and the poison applied 
over the stump by a swab stick. It 
this is done when the sap is down 
the tree will be completely killed and 
suckering prevented. 
'

CONTRARY TO GERMAN HOPES 


(By United Press.) 


Weimar, March 10. (By Mail.)— 


Due to the demands of Bavaria and 
the other south German States, the 
new German Republic will undoubt- 
edly "be a very decentralized confed- 
eration of States. This is entirely 
contrary to the hopes of the major- 
ity of the Germans, especially from 
the north, who 'hoped to model the 
new organization 
after 
that of 


'France, rather than America, 
and

placed in the Federal Government. 


The Prussians were ready to do 


practically anything to further tin* 
plan. 
(Definite ultimatums from the 


Bavarians woke the Prussians up to 
the situation.
